Together with the Wahpekute (“Shooters among the 
Trees”), they form the so-called Upper Council of the 
Dakota or Santee Sioux (Isanyathi - “Knife Makers”). 
Today their descendants are members of federally 
recognized tribes in Minnesota, South Dakota and Nebraska 
of the United States, and First Nations in Manitoba, 
Canada. In Canada, the Mdewakanton live with members of 
other Dakota and Yanktonai band governments as Dakota 
peoples: Some may live also within the White Bear First 
Nations, which consists mostly of members of the Plains 
Cree, Western Saulteaux and Assiniboine.

God-parents were of the First French Family: Marie 
Giffard and Sieur Jean Juchereau de La Ferté—a 
Member of the Souverain Counsel, which belonged to 
the bourgeoisie, yet had not yet been ennobled. Marie was a 
pioneer of Nouvelle France, whom arrivé a bord la Navire 
de Neslé with her parents: Marie Renouard and Robert 
Giffard de Moncel, sieur de Beauport—a Perche-based 
surgeon and apothecary who became New France's first 
colonizing seigneur. 

Jean Juchereau and Marie Giffard had seven children: 
three sons and four daughters. None of the sons was to 
leave any descendants. The eldest, Noél, born 3 07 1647 at 
Quebec, was the first Jesuit and the first religieuse born in 
Canada—but he was drowned on 1672 11 03 while on his 
way to minister to the sick. 

Of the four daughters only one, Marie-Louise, born 1652 
September 09, got married; she became the wife of Charles 
Aubert de La Chesnaye at Beauport, on 1668 01 10. She had 
six children, the only posterity of Jean Juchereau de 
La Ferté, and died on 7 March 1678 at La Rochelle. The 
other three girls joined the Hospitallers of Quebec and 
became nuns.

Nicolas Hébert—a merchant apothecary (at Port- 
Royal, Acadia), whom, in 1606, accompanied his 
cousin-in-law, Jean de Biencourt de 
Poutrincourt et de Saint-Just, to Acadia, along 
with Samuel de Champlain. 


In 1604, Hébert's cousin, Pierre du Gua, Sieur de 
Monts, led an expedition to l'ile Sainte-Croix in 
hopes of making a fortune in the fur trade. The 
expedition's first winter was very hard. There was a 
shortage of fresh water and firewood, and 36 of the 
80 expedition members died of scurvy. In the 
following summer of 1605, the expedition relocated 
across the bay at Port-Royal (today known as 
Annapolis Royal, Nova Scotia). 

Nicholas Hébert father of Louis Hébert was born in 
1547 to Johannes and Joanna Hébert in Paris. He was 
an apothecary, grocer, and spice merchant. In fact, 
he succeeded Michel de Nostradame, more famously 
known as Nostradamus, as chief apothecary and court 
physician to Catherine de Medici, Queen of France, 
after Nostradamus’ death in 1566. 

Nicholas owned the Coeur Royal, the Trois Piliers, and 
the Mortier d’Or at 129 Saint Honoré St. Many notable 
historical moments occurred on Saint Honoré Street. It 
was on Saint Honore St. that Joan of Arc was wounded 
in 1429. At 9 Saint Honoré St., in 1610, King Henry IV 
of France was assassinated by a Catholic zealot. At 92 
Saint Honoré St., 15 Moliére, the playwright, was born 
in 1611. Emmanuel Joseph Sieyés, clergyman and 
political writer during the French Revolution, lived at 273 
Saint Honoré St. Maximilien de Robespierre was 
sheltered by Maurice Duplay at 398 Saint Honoré St., 
where he was later picked up by the cart which took him 
to the guillotine on the Place de la Concorde in July 
1794.
